.Typothetae of America has withdrawn 
from the federal courts Its appeal from 
the ruling ^t the federal trade com- 
mission which ordered it to cease and 
desist from certain alleged practices Ih 
the printing trade. 


The withdrawal of the appeal has 


been ordered by the executive council 
of tho Typothetae on the,.basis of an 
exchange of correspondence with 
the 


commission. 


. According to an announcement by 


the Typothetao, the federal trade com- 
mission's order as, it now stands only 
forbids the Typotnctae to do certain 
things "which It neyer did do, or has 
long ceased doing; and sees no reason 
for doing." while the exchange of cor- 
respondence brings out that the com- 
mission does^ not Intend to forbid the 
c611ection and distribution of "produc- 
tive hour costs" of 
printing 
among 


members of the Typothetae. 


•It was alleged that the information 


colected and distributed by the Typo- 
thetae was suggestive of 
price and 


.profit fixing. The Typotheate contend- 
ed that its information wholly con- 
cerned production costs and did not 
relate to selling prices.

. :.'The withdrawal of the appeal has 
been ordered by the executive councl! 
of the Typothetae on the basis 'of an 
exchange of correspondence with 
the 


commission. 


'According to an announcement by 


the Typothetae, the federal trade com- 
mission's order as it now stands only 
forbids the Typothetae to do certain 
things "which it never did do, or lyis 
long ceased doing, and sees no reason 
for doing," while the exchange of cor 
respondence brings out that the com- 
mission docs not intend to forbid the 
collection and distribution of "produc- 
tive hour costs" of 
printing 
among 


members of the Typothetae. 


It was alleged that the information 


colected and distributed by the Typo- 
thetae was suggestive of 
price and 


profit fixing. The Typotheate contend- 
ed that its information wholly con- 
cerned production costs and did not 
relate to selling prices.

au estimate of the cost of the necessary repairs, of the cost of a new 
steel girder bridge encased in concrete and of a reinforced concrete 
arch bridge.

The question now before the city council is, whether It will pay 


to repair tho old structure nt an estimated cost of $54,000, or whether 
it will bo bolter in the long run, lo dike up the alternative proposition 
for buildim- an entirely lien- bridge. It .must be clear to everybody who 
has given tlie matter any serious thought, that to repair tbe bridge willbr 
only temporizing with a structure, that 
the present needs of our city and 
even if repaired at considerable expense. Even with such costly repairs, 
as would be 'necessary, wo should still have an old and inadequate 
bridge connecting us with Cenrrnlville. The fact that this bridge is a 
link in the state hiohway parsing tbrout-h the Merrimack valley, should 
be considered in reaching a conclusion as to whether we shall have a 
new bridge in (he near future or leave the task of providing this public 
necessity to a future generation. 


There can be no question as to the need of a new bridge and tbe 


only other consideration is, whether the work can be undertaken at 
present, without involving the'city too deeply in debt. 
The committee 


estimates that a new bridge of the best type would cost m the vicinity 
of $700,000. while the widening of bridge street would call for $200,000 
additional, so that, it would not be far astray to estimate the cost of 
the entire project at .fl,00(1.000.

I was told by tho local moth depart- 


nent, that the new. pest has not yet 
lefhiltely been located in Lowell and

done to thoroughly inspect areas where 
the hagmoth may-be found, and every- 
thing will be done to fight the pest, ac- 
cording to the moth department's usual 
custom.

AND GERMANY PREVENTED WAR 


Dr. Dennett Says Roosevelt Declared He Would Go 


To Support of Japan if France or Germany Went 
To Aid of Ru»ia in the Russo-Japan War 


WIIJJAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 7.— 


Dr. Tyler Dennett 
of 
Washington 


speaking this morning at 
an 
open 


conference, declared 
that 
President 


Roosevelt was perhaps the first Am- 
erican statesman 
to perceive clearly 


that tbe Far East question is largely 
a phase of 
European 
politics 
and 


that the weight of this Influence in 
a warning 
to France and Germany 


quite possibly prevented a 
European 


conflict of world magnitude. 


I>r. Dennett also stated 
that there 


existed in 1205 an agreed memoran- 
dum, 
the'effect of which was to place 


the United States during the 
Roose- 


velt administration as almost an un- 
signed member of the second Anglo- 
Japanese alliance. This document was 
approved* by President Roosevelt less 
than two weeks before 
the 
formal 


publication of the terms of the second 
Anglo-Japanese alliance and just be- 
fore the opening of the Portsmouth 
peace 
conference. 
This 
action 
of 


President Roosevelt did 
not 
stand 


alone. At the outbreak of the Kusso- 
Japan war IS months before President 
Roosevelt had been so impressed with 
the possibility that France or Ger- 
many, or both might go to the sup- 
port 
of Russia .iRauist Japan 
that 


according to his own statement in a 
brief 
letter which I have seen, 
he 


warned 
both Germany 
and 
France 


tbat if they went to the support of 
Russia he would go to the support of 
Japan and 'take whatever steps nec- 
essary for her protection.1

nevertheless the effort of it was to 
make the United States assume sub- 
stantially the same responsibility to- 
ward Japan which England had as- 
sumed in the first alliance.

of President Roosevelt ns well as in 
th« contemporary literature

time, Europo was dangerously close 
to the brink of World war. France 
was allied to Russia,

Four powers were 


paired. 
Germans- had urged Russia 


Into the war with 
Japan 
and 
her 


future policy was a matter of doubt 
and grave concern.

Roosevelt 
threw 


in the weight of his Influence hy his 
warning to France and Germany
